A lone American sentry this morning 
attacked an enemy’s patrol of about 
forty men, » of whom had stealth- 
ily entered an advanced American 
trench, He drove them off, killing the 
leader and wounding others. 

The sentry saw the patrol advancing 
and looked on as the Germans began 
to drop cautiously into the trench. He 
knew that an American patrol was out 
along the wire not far away and count> 
ed upon its help after he opened fire. 
There were four men in the American 
patrol. By the time five Germans had 
entered the trench the sentry thought 
he should delay no longer, especially 
as the under officer, who was leading 
the Germans, had approached within a 
few yards of him. aes 

Does Not Wait Challenge. 

The sentry opened fire rapidly with- 
out challenging. The German leade? 
fell at the first crack of the rifle. The 
others in the trench hurriedly sought 
protection, but were not quick enough 
for the sentry’s bullets caught some 
of them. 

As the American began firing a Ger- 
man some distance outside the wire 
shouted, “Come out, come out.” The 
Germans needed no second invitation. 
In fact, those who were still in @e 
wire already had started out. The 
small American patrol saw the enemy 
trailing back across “ No Man’s4and” 
under fire from the sentry and from 
Americans at a point farther along the 
line. The patrol joined in the fray 


and helped to speed the Germans on 
their way by hurling a large number

Job Ahead for

Washington, D. C., March: 9.—With 
men, material and supplies moving for- 
ward to Gen. Pershing in full accoré 
ance with the prearranged schedule, 


the war department has taken up the| . 
organization of the first. field army, the. 


largest tactical unit used in modern 
warfare. Until Gen. Pershing has un 
der his command a complete field army 
no further organization of fighting 
units will be started. | 

It was originally the intention of 
the department to form the “ typical” 
field army by combining three army 
corps, but it ts understood that this 
plan has been abandoned for one 
which calls for five or six corps. The 


purpose of this is to reduce the num- 
ber of men required for organizing the 


army troops—the special units at- 
tached specifically to the field army 
for use in controlling the lines of com- 


munication from the ports of debarka- 


tion to the army corps’ rail heads. 
Sixteen Miles to an Army Corps, 


The army troops include also the 
great artillery reserve of eight, ten, 


and twelve inch guns, both of fixed 


emplacément and mobile type, the antt- 
aircraft guns and, the other units 
which the commander in chief is given 
to throw against an enemy offensive. 
An army corps under ordinary condi- 
tions of terrain can be expected to 
hold a sixteen mile front of trenches, 
or about nine miles of geographical 
front. The first American field army, 
therefore, may be able to take over 
100 miles of French line. Censorship 
regulations prohibit the publication of 
the approximate date upon which this 
may bé expected, If the present sched- 
ule is maintained, however, it is safe 
to say that by January, 1919, or earlier, 
American troops will be holding a long- 
er stretch of front than was held by 
the British after more than two years 
of war. | | 
300,000 Auxiliary Troops. | 
Under the six corps field army plan 
auxiliary troops numbering more than 
300,000 would be required, each army 
corps having about 30,000 and the field 
army 130,000. The same number of 


fighting men under the three corps | 


plan would haye required between 450,- 
000 and 600,000 corps and army troops.

An unusually jarge number of prob 
lems of national interest are to be tak- 
en up at the meeting of food adminis- 
trators from every state which will 
take place in “Washington Tuesday, 
Wednesday;*"mia” Thursday of this 


‘week. Mr. Hoover, it is expected, will 


lay before the state administrators the 
entire program that must be followed 
in order that the United States may 
feed its own military forces and help 
those of the allies. 

Limitation of the use of flour all 
ever the country and strict enforce 
Ment of the rule that requires the 
Durcliase of an equal amount of other 
cereal with every pound of wheat flour 
are to be discussed. The prices of 
both wheat flour and substitutes will 
be considered, as well as rigid appli- 
cation of rules governing bakeries. Va- 
rious other problems are to be taken 
e Far Below Capacity. 

“Tilinois farms are producing scarce 


| ly 25 per cent of their capacity in food- 


stuffs,” John Fietcher, vice president 
of the Fort Dearborn bank, told mem- 
bers of the Union League club yester- 
day afternoon. “With 5 per cent of 
the world’s population, we are tilling 25 
per cent of the cultivated land in the 
world and producing 40 per cent of 


‘thé mineral wealth and 35 per cent of 


the manufactured products of the 
world,” he said. 

“With high food prices tending to 
produce social disturbances, the Tili- 
nois farmer is falling down on produc 
tion and ie demanding that the gov- 
ernment guarantee him a profit when 
he is operating his farming plant at 
‘only 25 per cent of its capacity. Cat- 
tie production has fallen 30 per cent, 
wheat 25 per cent, and corn 14 per cent 
in Tilinois since 1912. 

” * Gould Double Production.” 

“Two hundred and fifty-one thousand 
farms in Illinois, valued at $4,000,000,- 
000, could easily support 2,000,000 addi- 
tional cattle, 20,000,000 additional hogs, 
and 6,000,000 additional sheep. This 


would double the present capacity, but. 
even that would not be a heavy load,”

The true cream soups have a basis of 
at least half milk, but when we have 
not the milk we can thicken a vegeté- 
ble or meat or fish stock in a number 
of ways, and get a soup much like the 
true cream soup if we have a little 
cream for a finish. We finish with a 
cream e¥Yen when we use milk, if we 
wish for near perfection. If we want 
to get the actual taste of the raw 
‘cream we should put it in just as the 
soup is removed from the ‘fire, but in 
a truly fine soup each thing that gives 
flavor and quality should have its value 
but not be distinguishable. 

By the way, a little grated nutmeg 
has more value in this respect than 
most people imagine. For ‘all sauces 
and soups with a basis resembling 
white sauce, when there is also onion 
flavor, the nutmeg becomes in - 
sable, after we once learn how to use 
it without knowigg it is there, except 
from ‘the general excellence. It fs 
something like garlic in this case. 

The thickenings used cream 
soups help out . amount of vegeta- 
bles used, but wheh these are reduced 
about to zero then do we have -the 
soup ‘that the dietitian will eat with 
high satisfaction. But we must not 
forget that while flour is the easiest 
thickening to use, mixed with a fat to 
make the so-called roux; there are many 
others. Granulated taploca is good not 
only for the soups of stock to eat with 
duck, turkey, goose, or chicken, but it 
also is excellent—one teaspoon per 
cup—for some of the cream soups 
proper, especially one of onions or one 
of celery and onion. By tte way, this 
latter soup is also the one to use with 


the poultry just mentioned. 


But the best of all thickenings is sim- 
ply that of the vegetables or the vege- 
table purée, which gives the specific 
name to the soup. If it happens to be 
a purée of potato (mashed potato) it is 
obvious that no other thickening is 
needed, but there are a large number 
of vegetables and mixtures of vegeta- 
bles that may be-reduced to a similar 
eondition by mashing or ricing or 
pounding or grinding. ~ 

Any dense puree like one of peas or 
beans is starchy enough of itself to 
thicken the milk added to it & make a 
soup. But for vegetables like aspara- 
gus or spinach we usually need a 
thickening. Carrot, however, Mashed 
to a puree is dense enough, and so are 
most of the mixtures of which it is a 
part, to thicken a portion of milk twice 
its .measure, but in this case a good 
deal depends on whether you ‘know 
how: to cook carrot.

The first object toward which Huy- 
gens pointed his new telescope was 


|} Saturn. This planet had hitherto been 


a great enigma. Galileo, with his little 
telescope, had seen what looked to him 
like “ears” on each side of the ball, 
but he could make nothing out of 
them, and their changing phases were 
a great puzzle to him. Huygens saw 
Saturn clearly for the first time, and 
described it as an oblate ball, 
which there was a flat ring, concentric 
with the planet and nowhere touch- 
ing {t. 

Saturn ts unique in the system ‘of 
worlds. The rings are composed of 
swarms of tiny satellites, each pursu- 


ing independent paths in orderly pro- 
cession. Other bodies are known pos< 


sessing many satellites, but none so 
numerous as Saturn. 

Huygens is chiefly remembered for 
his discovery of Saturn's ring, but he 
did other things as well. He invented 
pendulum clocks, such as are now 
everywhere common. By transporting 
several of them from Holland to Brazil 
and return, and after a great deal of 
labor, he proved that the ®sarth is 
bulged at its equator by the centrifu- 
gal force arising from its rotation.

From “ Civiligation and Climate” we 
learn that men do most physical work 
when the temperature of their air 
reaches 70 degrees toward The 
best mental work is done on days when 
the temperature of the outside air ts 
around 38 degrees Fahrenheit and there 
are light frosts at night. People do not 
work well where the temperature is too 
even. It should range up and down, but 
Sreat extremes are disadvantageous, 

For physical work the optimum for 
men occurred when the temperature 
dropped 7 to 11 degrees, and for women 
when it dropped 6 to 9 degrees. An ideal 
range was a rise of 2 to 3 degrees a day 
for several days, and then a drop of 4 
to 8 degrees a day. These temperatures 
referred to dally means. 

If the climate was one in which the 
weather became very cold, it was bad; 
at least conditions were bad, when t 
thermometer was very low, On a 
other hand, if the temperature became 
very hot, men became inefficient. The 
range of the dally means which were 
necessary in a good climate were 30 
degrees Centigrade, which means 54 
degrees Fahrenheit, and this range 
must be between a winter that its not 
‘overly cold and a summer that is not 
overly hot. .

| Another requisite is that there must 


be enough but not too much wind move- 
ment. A district with windstorms 
enough was best. The number per 
year for the optimum is fixed at 20. 
The amount of humidity in the air is a 
matter of some importance. The amount 
of light is of less importance. He does 
not agree with the theory that the de- 
terioration of men in the tropics is due 
to tropical Hght, though he does agree 
with the conclusion that men de- 


teriorate in the tropics—both white and™ 


black men. He ascribes it. to climate, 
and especially heat, and to such dis- 
eases as hookworm and malaria. 
Studying the efficiency of workers 
from Boston to Tampa, Fla., he finds 
that there is seasonal variation in the 
amount of work done, Men work at 
greatest efficiency in the autumn; there 
is a sharp drop in efficiency in winter— 
@ less pronounced drop in summer. 
The curve of work done by workers 
is at its lowest point In winter. It rises 
gradually until June, then comes a drop 


followed by the highest point of the. 


curve in October. Then comes a fall 
followed by a moderate rise in Decem- 
-ber. After this there is a fall to reach 
the midwinter low spot. A study of 
the students at West Point and Annapo- 
lis shows that they are at their autumn 
mgximum about ten days later than the 
persons who do physical labor, and they 
reach their spring maximym about two 
and a half months earlier—somewhere 
about April 1. | : 

The conclusion is that the best brain 
work is done when the mean tempera- 
ture of the day is around 40 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 


Huntington says that we make a mis- 
‘take when we try te speed up the output 
of a factory at a, season when the nat- 
ural tendency is to let down. The sea- 
sons in which it pays to speed up are 
autumn and spring. Tt does not pay to 
speed up either in summer or in winter. 
Infact, he goes so far as to say that 
workers need a winter vacation more 
than they need one in summer. Possibly 
the nervousness ef Americans is due 
partly to the fact that, although we relax 
gomewhat in summer, we keep our- 
selves at high pressure through the win- 
ter, when the need of relaxation is

Humidity is of considerable impor, 
tance. .For the ordinary men an out- 
side humidity of 60 is best. Consump- 
tives are best off in a climate where the 
humidity is below 60, but other people 
are not. On the other hand, men never 
work at high efficiericy in a climate with 
a humidity much over 60. As has 
already been noted, far away the most 
important factor is temperature.. 
Another method of determining the 
question was by studying the climate of 
the different régions of the world in 
relation to the wealth, intelligence, edu- 
cation, and leadership of the people of 
the different countries. If the people of 
a given section were found to be leaders 


in these particulars it was held that this 


confirmed the shqwings of what should 
be the effect of climate made by the 
studies of workmen's output. 

The analysis of efficiency of West 
Point and Annapolis students alan bore 


on these findings. Furthermore, an an- | 


alysis of the progress of civilization was 
made in the light of the climates-of the 
different countries kt the times of great 
growth and also those of decay.

He found that, speaking broadly, the 
best climates were those of southern 
Canada and that part of the United 
States lying east of the Rocky mountains 


and north of the thirty-eighth parallel 


of latitude, of northwestern Europe, and 
especially Great Britain and of Japan. 

The essentials found in greatest abun- 
dance in this region were: <A range of 
mean temperature of 54 degrees F. be- 
tween summer and winter. A consider- 
able wind movement from four different 
directions. About twenty storm centers 
a year. A winter’s cold that w: not 
too low or too protracted, and a sum- 
mer’s heat that was not too high nor too 
long drawn out. He says: 

“In such a climate nature is at its 
prime. Such a climate is necessary for 
great progress.” 3 

The best climate, he thinks, is that of 
Engiand. He finds that tropical cli- 
mates slow up men. 

“ No one ts worth a tinker’s damn on 
whom the snow does not fall,” is quoted 
with approval lent by pages of argument 
and citation of observations. In Incia 
no such thing as a fourth generation 
Indian born Britisher is found. Before 
the fourth generation the British line 
either dies out or what is left of them 
moves back to Engiand.or to some 
less tropical climate. :

The climate of the tropics causes lack 


of industry, lrascible temper, drunken- 


ness, sexual indulgence, gambling, lying. 
There isa first a feeling of inertia, which 
causes an increased use of coffee or 
some other caffein drug and then of other 
drugs, and especially alcohol. A lack 
of industry come in its turn. Iraacibility 
is partly the result of heat and partly 
the result of high dry winds.
